Turkey shoot comes 


to Madoc gun club 


fhe Madoc Hunters and 
Anglers Club will be hold 
ing their first annual Turkey 
Shoot September 10, All 
winners of the competitions 
will win turkeys and hams 

Peter Daniclis, one of the 
organizers from Madoc, 
says there will be five 
competitions. The first one 
will-be for beginners, who 
must shoot at a paper target 
behind a steel plate. Judges 
will count the amount of 
shot-gun pellets that hit the 
target and highest count 
wins, < 

‘it's just a lucky shot 
thing. anyone can go in it,” 
says Daniclis. 

The second *wompetition 
will be a trap shoot. Using 
shot guns. contestants will 
shoot at targets until they 
miss, at which time théy are 
eliminated, After each 
round. they will move back 
two yards. The hunter with 
a perfect score wins. 

Using 22 calibre rifles. 
the third competition will be 
silhouette shooting.

Doug Bittle, a man who 
lives south of Stirling, 
knows horses from the 
ground up.

Doug is one of those rare 
men who took an interest in 
something when he was 
young and turned that 
interest into a profit making 
situation for himself and his 
family. He's had the same 
good fortune in his hobby. 


Having been raised on a 
farm in the Tweed area, 
Doug has always enjoyed 
working with.animals. After 
their farm was sold, Doug 
still wanted to work with 
animals and, after meeting 
some people involved with 
horseshoeing, he decided to 
take a shoéing course 
adding, *...l was still young 
enough to give it a try.

“Every year, things got a 
little better. Last winter was 
the best season we ever had 
and this summer has been 
even better.

At the end of each 
calendar year the client's 
‘seal’ capital gains (or 
capital losses) will be 
calculated 

By ‘real Ottawa means 
the after-inflation amount of 
the capital gain/loss. This is 
the amount that has to be 


considered for tax purposes, 
even if it hasn't been 


; realized (in other words, 


taken into income}. 
Normally Canadians have 
to declare annually 50 per 
cent of all capital gains 
actually realized. For exam- 
ple, if you bought $1,000 
worth of shares early in 
1982 and sold them before 


‘the end of that year for 


$2,000 your capital gain 
would be $1,000. You would 
be fully taxed on $500 of 
your capital gain. 

But under the ISIP 
program each year you only 
have to declare 25 per cent 
of your after-inflation capi- 
tal gains (whether or not 
realized) and only half of 
that amount would be fully 
taxable, at your. personal 
income tax rate. The re- 
maining 75 per cent is 
carried forward into the 
next year, when it is added 
to that year’s real capital 
gain, and the process is 
repeated.

annually but the bulk of it is 
tax-sheltered from year to 
year. 

There also is a provision 
that the capital losses of an 
ISIP are not held to the 
present dollar-limit of 
$2,000 that may be used 
annually as an offset against 
taxable income from’ other 
sources. However, only 25 
per cent of real capital 
losses from an\ISIP can be 
used for this purpose 
annually. 

There are also a number 


of other rules and limita- 
tions for the ISIP. What it 
~all adds up to is that the 
ISIP ‘may be attractive to 
many Canadian investors, 
especially those already 
using their $1,000-a-year 
investment income exclu- 
sion when making out their 
income tax returns.

ae scientists will 
release 440 ibs. of an inert 
coloriess, odoriess and non- 
toxic tracer (perfluoro- 
monom-ethyl-cyclohexane) 
on three occasions, from the 
Sudbury area. US scientists 
will make three’ similar 
releases from Dayton, Ohio. 
The tracer will be released 
at about one week intervals, 
depending on prevailing 
winds and weather condi- 
tions. 


Scientists will track the 
movement of the tracer 
across eastern North Amer- 
ica for 620 miles, using 
seven aircraft and. a network 
of 85 sampling. stations on 
the ground.

More than four years of 
detailed planning reach 
their culmination just weeks 
from now with the official 
opening of the 1983 Interna- 
tional Plowihg Match and 
Farm Machinery Show 
(IPM) in Richmond, Ontar- 
io, September 27. Some 
150,000 people from all over 
Ontario, Western Quebec 
and the United States are 
expected to visit the site 
during the five days of the 
70th annual match. 

The 1983 event, which 
will be the first held in 
Ottawa-Carleton since the 
1952 match held at the Carp 
Airport, will be situated on 
300 hectares of prime 
agricultural land in the City 
of Nepeon.

Drought-like growing 
conditions during July and 
August may have created a 
situation where silo gas may 
be more of a problem this 
year than others.

Association published 
Losing Ground; an authori- 
tative text which analyzes 
all legislation affecting pro- 
perty rights in Ontario. The 
study, released in 1980, 
found that more than 700 
statutes or part of statutes 
directly affected the rights 
of property owners to own, 
use or enjoy their land. 

A follow-up study titled 
Lost Ground, details case 
histories of individuals 
whose property rights were 
infringed by government 
action (or, in some cases, 
inaction). Many of these 

. cases involve personal or 
financial loss. 

Concern about property 
rights in Canada has taken a 
new turn because of re- 
newed efforts to entrench 
property rights in the 
Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms this year. 

The governments of Bri- 
tish Columbia and New 
Brunswick have already 
passed resolutions calling 
for entrenchment and the 

_ Ontario government has 
also promised passage of a 
similar resolution. In Otta- 
wa, political wrangling sty- 
mied efforts to get such a 
resolution through the 
House of Commons. 
Private Property Week is 
designed to educate the 
general public about those 


basic rights, Dean said.

Liberal response to farmer financial aid program 


At long last the Conserva- 
tive Government at Queen's 
Park has taken action to 
help beginning farmers in 
Ontario. Its tardiness in 
introducing the Young Far- 
mers Financial Aid Pro- 
gram, first promised in the 
Throne Speech of 1981, is a 
commentary on the govern- 
ment’s casual attitude to the. 
state of agriculture in our 
province. 

Nowhere in Canada does 
agriculture receive such a 
low percentage of a provin- 
cial budget than in Ontario. 
This has resulted in farmers 
having a particularly diffi- 
cult time coping with the 


damaging impact of the 
recent recession. And, 
while the entire farm 


community has been strug: 
gling to sutvive, others have 
had little encouragement to 
enter agriculture. Indeed, 
the farmers who have been 
in the most serious financial 
difficulty in recent years 
have been young and 
starting farmers.! 

The fact is every other 
province in Canada has a 
better long-term = agricul- 
tugal program for beginning 
farmers. It is, therefore, 
inexcusable that the govern- 
ment has taken so long to 
act and has refused to make 
the program retroactive. 

Once again, the govern: 
ment has demonstrated that 
the agricultural sector of our 
economy is a matter of low 
priority. We need only look 
to the last provincial bud- 

* get. which offered farmers 
$35-million less thama year 
ago. Agricultural budgetary 
expenditures this year are 
1.09 per cent of total 
budgetary spending, the 
same level as two years ago. 

It is not a question of 
whether there is sufficient 
funds to finance ambitious 
agricultural programs. The 
money is there. The govern: 
ment, in fact, hopes to 
collect $533 million this year 
from tobacco tax alone, Yet 
it is spending only $295 
million on the entire agricul: 
tural industry. It is, there- 
fore, a matter of misplaced 
priorities. 

What is needed is a 
commitment to the revitali- 
zation of agriculture as a 
vital sector of the provincial 
economy. We need a 
long-term agricultural stra- 
tegy which will free our 
farmers from the year-to- 
year uncertainty which now 
prevails. The present ¢co- 
nomic difficulties faced by 
farmers is directly related to 
the lack of direction and

Rabies relief may be in sight, 


By ARLIN HACKMAN 

I've been a little nervous 
about rabies ever since that 
summer morning when the 
neighbor's German Shep- 
herd leapt from behind and 
put a gash in my thigh. 
Since the bite was some 
distance from my heart and 
the dog's home close by, my 
easygoing doctor suggested 
I watch the dog carefully for 
a few days. If it died Iwas 
supposed to come in for the 
painful round of stomach 
shots ; 

Although sinister in that 
it can enter your life by way 
of the family pet, the rabies 
virus is not a ranking threat 
to public health in Ontario. 
However, it has proven fatal 
and taken its toll on 
domestic animals as well as 
wildlife, since spreading 
across the province in the 
mid-1950s.. Associated an- 
nual costs run in the 
millions. In 1982 a massive 
outbreak in eastern Ontario 
produced record numbers. 
In all, 2,281 animals were 
found to be rabid and 2.402 


people were treated for 
possible exposure. 

No similar. outbreak has 
occurred this year (although 
one can be expected every 
three to four years). In- 
stead, smaller flare-ups 
close to urban areas have 
drawn considerable public 
attention. Virtually all ani- 
mals are rabies-prone. But 
foxes and skunks account 
for 40 and 20 per cent of all 
the recorded cases, respec: 
tively. They are also the 
major source of infection for 
wildlife and humans. Foxes 
play a key role in sparking 
widespread outbreaks since 
young ones gSurney hund- 
reds of kilometers in search 
of new territory, while older 
males continue to venture 
out of their home range 
during mating season. 

Rabies control under 
these circumstances is a 
tough challenge. An interim 
measure used with some 
success is the airborne 
seeding of agricultural 
areas with thousands of 
meatballs laced with anti- 


biotics. But aside from 
proving the effectiveness of 
the delivery system this 
approach is far less ideal 
than an immunizing vac- 
cine. 

Two types of vaccine are 
presently under develop 
ment. Unfortunately the 
more effective of the two, 
presently used in Europe, 
may involve some side 
effects. research 1s 
continuing the 
Dennis Voigt, a 
research official with 
MNR. is optimistic 
progress will be 
enough so that an immun- 
ization program can com: 
mence within a year or two 
and quickly strip Ontario of 
its distinction as the rabies 
capital of North America. In 
the meantime, make sure 
your pets .are properly 
vaccinated, and be vigilant 
in the woods.

It’s a good idea to seal the 
non-moving parts of a 
window, such as the upper 
sash of a double-hung 
window, with silicone caulk- 
ing or acrylic latex. And if 
there are any windows you 
don't need for ventilation 
consider sealing them per- 
manently shut. 

While the frames are 
important, you should also 
consider the heat you're 
losing through the glass 
itself, Perhaps you should 
improve the glazing (which 
simply means adding ano- 
ther layer of glass). The 
heat lost through single- 
glazed windows is reduced 
by half if a second layer of 
glass is added because the 
air trapped between the 
panes serves as insulation. 

Whether you choose in- 
terior or exterior storms for 
extra glazing or you add a 
layer of glass directly onto 
the sash or frame, there are 
two important principles of 
installation. The space left 
between the panes should 
be from 12 to 100 mm (one 
half. to four inches) wide; 
the inside panes should be 
more airtight than the 
outer, to prevent condensa- 
tion between them. 

Exterior storms have long 
been a/winter-time solution 
to the problem of heat loss 
through windows. If this is 
the method for you, remem- 
ber that aluminum storm 
windows may be cheaper 
than wood but they conduct 
heat much more quickly. 
Interior storm windows, 
made of,a_ lightweight 
plastic, have recently be- 
come available and can be 
bought as kits that you 
assemble and install your- 
self.

This is often 
the answer when nothing 
else works, when you've 
weatherstripped and dou 
ble-glazed and it’s still 
uncomfortable. Thermal 
window coverings range in 
coinplexity from simple 
pop-in shutters to auto 
mated systems. They can be 
tailored to the measure- 
ments of the window and 
the appearance of the room, 
particularly if you «make 
them yourself. They can be 
inexpensive: the basic pop- 
in model takes about* 10 
minutes and $10 worth of 
materials to make. Cut a 
piece of rigid insulation 
(such as the foil-faced 
Thermax) to the measyre- 
ments of your window. Tape 
the edges and weatherstrip 
unless you have a friction 
fit. \

If you plan to turn your 
basement into a liveable 
area, moisture is usually the 
problem you have to cope 
with first. Basement damp- 
ness is certainly uncomfor- 
table. More seriously, it can 
cause structural damage. 
With such obvious symp- 
toms as high humidity and 
water leaking through the 
walls, excessive moisture is 
not hard to diagnose. Poor 
drainage around the foun- 
dation is frequently the 
underlying cause. Some- 
times you can correct this by 
repairing damaged caves; 
troughs and drain pipes and 
making sure that soil and 
pavement slope away from 
the basement walls.

supporting your first floor. 
Put polystyrene boards be- 
tween the joists and caulk 
any gaps that remain 
around the edges. Because 
polystyrene is flammable, it 
must be covered with 
drywall or a_ similarly 
fire-retardant material. 
Adowever, you should 
leave out-this whole step if 
your foundation is made of 
rubble or clay brick, as it is 
in most houses built before 
1920. Unlike concrete, these 
substances absorb moisture 
and draw it into the walls, 
so insulating between the 
joists means the moisture 
can't escape and it seitles 
there, rotting the wood.

Brandt. 

A panel, under. the 


chairmanship of ].W. Giles, 
Associate Deputy Minister, 
will receive comments and 
formal submissions, written 
or oral, on the Blueprint for 
Waste Management. 

The Blueprint was first 
introduced by the Ministry 
in June 
comprehensive set of pro- 
posals for the improved 
handling of the eight million 
tons of household garbage 
and the 60 million gallons of 
industrial waste that is 


1983. It is a 


produced each year in 
Ontario. 

‘*The Blueprint is a 
proposal at this stage and 
the plans are open to 
discussion and to change,”’ 
said Mr. Brandt. ‘‘That's 
why the public forums are 
so important to our pro- 
cess. It is the public's 
opportunity to tell us what 
they think should be done.”’ 

“With comments, sug- 
gestions and support from . 
industry, municipalities and 
the public we will be able to 
complete a workable and 
effective plan and draft final 
policies and legislation.” 


To ensure that the com- 
munity is aware of the 
Blueprint proposals, the 
Ministry has undertaken an 
intensive and co-ordinated 
program of public partici- 
pation. Since the-release of 
the material in June, copies 
of the Blyeprint have been 
distributed to municipali- 
ties, industries, associations 
and citizen groups. 

In addition, during July 
and August, 27 presenta: 
tions have been made to 
municipalities from Thun- 
der Bay in the northwest to 
Cornwall in the southeast. 
Ministry staff have also 


made presentations to 15 
industrial associations and 
citizens’ groups and held 17 
information meetings for 
the public fi communities 
throughout Ontario. 

The submissions and 
comments submitted will be 
analyzed and a final pro- 
posal for Ontario's waste 


management will be de- 
veloped.

Managing your money

One of the most popu- 
lar pastimes of professional 


financial planners is to 


design income-splitting ar- 
rangements for Canadian 
families. 

The basic objective is to 
spread income~ between 
family members, and there- 
by reduce the family’s total 
tax burden. What this 
usually involves is: shifting 
income from the spouse in a 
high tax bracket to the 
spouse in a lower bracket. 

Income-splitting is con- 
sidered to be an essential 
ingredient in any , Sound 
plan for retirement income. 
However, you can split your 
income at any time in your 
life -and not just with a 
spouse. You can do it with 
your children, grandchil- 
dren, relatives, an ex- 
spouse and so on. 

The only drawback to 


-income- splitting is that Re- 


venue Canada is inclined to 
closely scrutinize such tax- 
saving arrangements, even 
though there are provisions 
for them in the federal 
Income Tax Act. That's why

skosstead financial advice 
if you intend to split your 
income. 

It is not often possible to 
split earned income be- 
tween family members un- 
less such members are 
employed in a_ family 
business of one kind or 
another, including a family 
farm. The next best thing 
might be to divide invest- 
ment income between vari- 
ous members of the family. 

It is obvious that if a 
father is in a high tax 
bracket and has used his 
$1,000 investment income 
exemption for the tax year, 
he will save tax if he ‘ean 
transfer part or all of his 
remaining investment in- 
come to his wife, who in 
most cases would pay tax at 
a much lower rate. 

But it’s not all that simple 
to transfer investment in- 
come from one spouse to 
another and achieve the 
maximum tax advantage. 

Revenue Canada has a set 
of rules designed to prevent 
income-splitting. These are 
called the Income Attribu- 
tion Rules, and they apply 


First, seal your house 


You wouldn't hesitate to 
invest $150 now if you knew 
you'd be getting it back next 
year and for years to come.

them to reduce your energy 
demands, eliminate drafts 
and protect the insulation. 
You can seal your house 
“in one weekend or spread 
the work over several weeks 
or months. One good 
approach is to do it 
gradually, starting with the 
rooms you use most. This 
way, you're doing the 
easiest jobs first, gaining 
practice and enthusiasm as 
these rooms begin to feel 
more comfortable. Then you 
go on to seal the attic and 
the basement, where you 


~ can accomplish the greatest 


energy savings. 

There are some general 
working rules to follow: 

:. Always seal before you 
insulate. 
- Seal on the inside of the 


house. 

- Cleaning and preparing 
the surfaces is important; 
when you've done that, 
you've done half the job. 

The materials you 
choose can make the differ- 
ence between work that 
lasts and a job that has to be 
done over in a couple of 
years, so buy good quality 
caulking and durable wea- 
therstripping. 

. If you're not sure what 
product to use where, a 
simple rule of thumb is that 
you weatherstrip moving 
joints (windows and doors) 
and you use caulking to seal 
the junction of two fixed 
surfaces. 


Assemble your tools and 
materials, set aside some 
time and you're ready to 
begin. 

The windows in» your 
main living area are a good 
place to start: because it’s 
easy to make them more 
efficient. Less warmth es- 
capes through weather- 
stripped windows and less 
cold gets in. The weather- 
stripping you use depends 
on the kind of g@indows you 
have, but spring vinyl 
(V-shaped plastic strips) can 
be successfully used on 
almost any window. Far

when property is trans- 
ferred to a spouse or @ 
minor child {that is, one 
under the age of 18). 

Where the attribution 
rules apply, the person who 
makes che transfer, known 
as the transferor, remains 
liable to report the income 
in his or her income tax 
return even though the 
income is actually owned by 
the spouse or child. Even 
capital gains earned by a 
spouse may be taxable to 
you, if you bought the 
property for the spouse or 
simply gifted an investment 
you already owned. 

A common example of 
where the Income Attribu- 
tion Rules may apply, to 
cause all the income to be 
taxed to one person, would 
be where the principle 
wage-earner in a family 
takes money from a savings 
account and buys Canada 


Savings Bonds in the name 


of the spouse.

Another example would 
be where the investments 
owned by one person are 
put in joint ownership with 
the spouse. 

In both cases the income 
generated is taxable to the 
person who originally saved 
the money to make the 
investment, 

Despite these rules many 
taxpayers are successfully 
splitting investment income 
within the family, either 
through spousal Registered 
Retirement Savings Plans - 
which were discussed in the 
previous article - or through 
the use of Promissory. Notes 
for spousal loans, which will 


be the subject of next 
week's article.

See the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs and Hou- 
sing Caulking and Weather- 
stripping fact sheet for

You should also weather- 
strip your outside doors. In 
most cases you can get an 
effective seal by attaching 
spring vinyl weatherstrip- 
ping to the sides and top of 
the door frame. The pro- 
blem of sealing the gaps 
below your doors tan be 
approached in several ways. 
You can weatherstrip the 
threshold or attach a door 
sweep to the bottom; there 
are also door bottoms that 
you simply slide on and 
screw in place. 

Weatherstrip openings 
like mail slots 
chutes. If you don’t use 
them, seal them shut. 

Think of your electrical 
outlets and switches as 
openings in your walls. You 
can easily prevent up to 20 
per cent of your home's air 
leakage if you seal them by 
removing the cover) plate 
and placing a foam gasket 
over the receptacle or 
switch box. Turn off the 
power, first and never put 
insulating materials - oF 
anything else -° in an 
electrical outlet. Insert child 
safety plugs into any un- 
used outlets. 

Sull doing your most- 
used rooms first, caulk the 
baseboards and interior 
decorative trim around win- 
dows and doors. The best 
method is to remove the 
trim and fill the cracks in 
the wall behind it. An 
effective material for this is 
polyurethane spray foam 
but be warned that it’s 
messy and can be difficult to 
handle. If this approach is 
impractical in your situa- 
tion, you can still get a good 
seal just by caulking the 
seams with clear silicone or 
with acrylic latex, which can 
be painted. 7 

Caulk any other open- 
igs, like the edges of the

When you've finished 
caulking and weatherstrip- 
ping in the main part of the 
house, you should tackle the 
basement, which will be 
dirty work but even more 
lucrative in terms of energy 
savings.

Don’ forget to weatherstrip 
any {windows or outside 
doors. : 

You've saved the worst 
job for last - but it's also the 
most important. A dirty 
cramped attic is not a 
pleasant working envyiron- 
ment but your temporary 
discomfort will pay off. 
Sealing the attic prevents 
not only heat loss but 
moisture damage caused by 
the condensation of humid 
household air. Be sure to 
wear gloves and a mask and 
don’t step between the attic 
joists. 

Check beneath any exist- 
ing insulation for cracks and 
seal them. Seal the gaps 
between the partition walls 
and ceiling drywall. You can 
caulk around the entrances 
for electrical wiring and seal 
the plumbing stack where it 
passes through the attick 
passes through the attic 
floor. Loosely tape plastic 
around it and caulk. the 
edges to the floor, An 
alternative method is to fit 
neoprene roof flashing or a 
plywood ‘‘collar’’ around 
the plumbing vents. Be 
extremely cautious if you're 
sealing cracks around the 
chimney. For this you need 
two pieces of sheet metal 
which you caulk to the 
chimney with a heat-resis- 
tant cement. 

Remember to seal the 
attic hatch cover; weather- 
strip along the edges and 
caulk around the frame for a 
tighter fit. 

There are a few other 


improvements you can 
make when all this major 
work is done. The duct 


piping that distributes the 
heat from your furnace is 
often inefficient. Seal the 
joints with duct tape oF 
silicone caulking to prevent 
warmth from spilling into 
the basement before it can 
reach the rooms upstairs. 
When you're not using 
the fireplace, keep the 
damper tightly closed. You 
can make a movable insu- 
lated plug to/close off the 
fireplace opening and fur- 
ther reduce the amount of 
warm household air being 
drawn up the chimney. 
However, when the. fire- 
place is in use make sure 


you provide extra air, by]. 


opening a near-by window 
for example. 

If.you have heard about 
the dangers of a too-tight 
house you may be hesitint 
to follow some of these 
suggestions. But you don't 
need to worry about ventila- 
tion in the average Ontario 
house. It would be almost 
impossible to revace the air 
leakage enough to threaten 
your fresh air supply. 
Nevertheless you should be 
alert for signs of inadequate! 
ventilation. If you notice 
increased humidity. with 
condensation appearing on 
the inside panes of double- 
glazed windows, you may 
have to add some controlled 
ventilation. Methods of

You've sealed the air )furnace with clogged or 


leaks and added insulation; 
now consider your heating 
system. Is it sabotaging 
your energy conservation 
efforts? If your furnace is 
too large, too inefficient, 
improperly maintained or 
too old, you're wasting 
energy. 

When you've sealed and 
insulated, you may discover 
that-your heating system is 
no longer appropriate to 
your lower energy needs. So 
you may want to buy a 
stnaller more efficient unit, 
especially if your present 
system is near the end of its 
life. If you have an oil 
furnace, you should proba- 
bly think about switching to 
another fuel, like natural 
gas or electricity. The 
federal government's Cana- 
da Oil Sabstitution Program 
(COSP) is intended to assist 
homeowners with the initial 
expenses of conversion. If 
you convert from oil to one 
of the allowable alternative 
fuels, you may be eligible 
for a taxable grant paying 
50 per cent of the cost, up to 
$800. For more information, 
write The Federal Conser- 
yation and Renewable En- 
ergy Office, 2242 Lakeshore 
Bivd. West, Toronto, Ontar- 
io M8V 1A5. 

Keep in mind that if you 
change from oil to natural 
gas, you'll probably have to 
install a chimney liner to 
prevent the brickwork from 
being eroded by the -con- 
densing flue gases.

informed decision. Then,

In the meantime, you can 
improve the operation of 
your present system. And, 
of course, if you're keeping 
the furnace you now have, 
you want it working at 
maximum efficiency. 

There are a number of 
simple strategies to improve 
the performance of any 
heating system. 

First, you should ensure 
that the furnace is function- 
ing properly by having it 
inspected and serviced. 
Regular inspections are 
essential for safety and 
must be done by a certified 
oi! burner mechanic or gas 
fitter. Oil systems need 
servicing yearly, while gas 
systems should be serviced 
| once every two years. 


The Billpayer’s Guide to 
Furnace Servicing, availa- 
ble from the federal Depart- 


dirty filters can burn up to 
25 per cent more fuel, so 
regular cleaning should 
noticeably lower your fuel 

ion. You can also 
adjust the furnace fan belt 
to ensure that it’s at the 
right tension, permitting 
about 25 mm (one inch) of 
play. 

You can improve the 
efficiency not only of your 
furnace but of your heat 
distribution. A recent Mini- 
stry of Municipal Affairs 
and Housing study reported 
that a forced air system 
delivers an average of only 
one third of the heat 
generated by the furnace to 
the’ rooms upstairs. The 
ducts are generally uninsu- 
lated and leaky, spilling 
much of the heat into the 
basement and walls. If your 
basement is warm, you can 
probably assume this is 
why. Seal ductwork joints 
with silicone caulking or

especially if they run 
through a cold room. You 


can buy a foil-faced fiber- -

Balance your heating 
system by adjusting the 
dampers and floor registers 
and clésing the tegisters in 
rarely used or overheated 
rooms. You may have to 
experiment to get the 
warmth where you want it. 
Make. sure the heating 
outlets aren't blocked by 
furniture and drapes. 

The efficiency of hot 
water distribution systems 
can be similarly improved. 
Insulate ‘exposed heating 
pipes with foil-faced fiber- 
glass pipe wrap. Make 
insulated boards to place 
behind your exterior wall 
radiators: you do this by 
cutting a piece of foil-faced 
rigid insulation to a size 


of your

itself. Leave an air space 
between the ingulation and 
the radiator. From time to 
time, bleed air from the 
radiators by opening the 
valves until all the air 
bubbles sputter out and you 
get a steady stream of 
water. 

Your thermostat controls 
the heat - and you control 
the thermostat. The tem- 
perature of the whole house 
is determined by the loca- 
tion of the thermostat, 
which should not be placed 
near any source of warmth, 
or cold, like windows, 
doors, heating registers or 
appliances. 

Each degree C that you 
lower the setting of your 
thermostat saves you three 
per cent of your fuel bill. 
Lowering your thermostat 
five degrees C at night or 
when you're out won't 
diminish the comfort of your 
home, especially if caulking

a winter of quiet hiberna- 
tion. 

A hot summer such as 
this year makes a swamp 
almost seethe with life. 
Frogs, toads, snakes, tur- 
tles, salamanders and mud 
puppies abound. How many 
youngsters today have exa- 
mined the sluggish mud 
puppy, so primitive it can 
breathe through its gills, its 
mouth, or even its skin? 

Even the insects have a 
primitive look in the swamp. 
the dragonflies and the 
damselflies. And how do 
you know the difference? 
Old Johnson Paudash, a 
Cree Indian, amazed a 
group of small boys on a 
hike one day along the 
banks of the Scugog River. 

‘*Easy,"’ he said. ‘The 
dragonfly rests with wings 
outspread. The damselfly 
folds its wings over its 
back.”’ 

My mother tells che story - 
of how her sickly, two-year- 
old son spent one summer 
stepping in and out of a 
half-rotten punt near a 
swamp off Sturgeon Lake. 
The mosquitoes almost ate 
me alive. 

“You could not put a 
pinpoint between the mos- 
quito bites,"’ she said. *‘But 
they must have done some- 
thing for him. He never 
looked back."” 

The bites must have 
given me some immunity 
because, although mosqui- 
toes light on me, I never get 
a reaction, never a mosquito 
bite. It was playing near 
that swamp so many years 
ago that did it. 

It was in that same 
swamp where I saw my first 
big, blue heron with its 
stilt-like. legs, its long, 
serpentirie neck, its darting 
head ahd stiletto-like beak.

FOSTER 
PARENTING 
IN THE 80's 


Our Children’s Aid Society maintains a veriety of foster homes throughout 
Hastings County. Some care for specific long term foster children, but the 
majority take a succession of placements of short duration. Perhaps it is a brother 
and sister whose mother is temporarily disabled; it may be an abused child; not 
infrequently it is a teenager who is in serious conflict with his or her parents. 
Whatever the need, when if is determined that the child must be temporarily 
mmoyed from the parental home, the agency is responsible to meet that need. The 
prvide is dependent on the dedication of people willing to open their homes ana 
hearts to these children. 


Regularly, at our offices, the Foster Home Division receives inquiries about the. 
procedure to become foster parents. We extend an invitation to inquirers to attend 
a orientation meeting. Those who then decide to take the process further 
complete an application form, give references, and meet with a social worker to 
exchange information and decide whether fostering would be a mutually satisfying 
experience.|t is then, just a matter of waiting for Foster Home Co-ordinator to 
arrange the placement of an appropriate child or children inthe new foster home aS 
the need arises. 


Foster parents are not left to their own resources in caring for the Agency's 
wards. As well as receiving financial remuneration, they may count on the support 
of a social worker assigned them and the child. From time to time training 
workshops are provided to expand their knowledge and assist them in meeting the 
unique needs of foster children. Membership in the Foster Parent Association 
provides foster parents with a supportive affiliation. 


There will always be aneed for a variety of new foster homes although the 
specifics fluctuate’ according to the needs of the children in care. Inquiries about 
this invaluable service will be welcomed by the foster home finders at the 
Children’s Aid Society. \

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South Seas climate’ 


comes to Ontario 


By ARLIN HACKMAN 

Fall is in the air these 
days as we approach the 
autumnal equinox with 
shorter days and_ cooler 
nights. But don’t pack away 
all your summer clothes yet. 
The march of the seasons 
which brings so much 
diversity to our temperate 
climate has followed a 
different beat this past year 
and may hold a few more 
surprises in the weeks and 
months ahead. A lot de- 
pends on El Nino, a warm 
ocean current which per- 
jodically overrides the cold 


Humboldt current off the 
west coast of South Amer- 
ica, 

Climatologists with En- 
vironment Canada are quick 
to point out that Ontario's 
weather is largely the result 
of random combinations of 
various climatic factors and 
prediction is really just a 
matter of probabilities 
guessing the odds. But the 
unusually mild winter, cool 
wet spring and hot dry 
summer which we have just 
experienced was part of a 
world wide pattern of 
dramatic and devastating

climate disturbance, And it 
apparently centered on the 
largest known occurrence of 
El Nino (pronounced el 
Neen-yo), $0,000,000 
square kilometers of warm 
water. 


According to Amir Shab- 
bar of Environment Canada. 
the earliest known link in 
the causal chain of this 
phenomenon is a rev ersal in 
direction of the powerful 
Pacific trade winds, , from 
west to east, the result of 
unexplained changes in 
atmospheric pressure. Phis 
allows large masses of 
warm water normally blown 
up against Australia and 
other western Pacific shores 
to rush across the ocean to 
the coast of South America 
where they override the 
nutrient-rich Humboldt cur- 
rent, cutiing off the food 
source for ‘many species of 
fish. One consequence was 
that the entire bird popula- 
tion on Christmas Island 
abandoned their nestlings 
and disappeared in the past 
year. 

There are weather effects 
as well. South America 
endured heavy rainfall from 
the heat and moisture 
evaporated into the atmos- 
phere. Elsewhere in the 
Pacific droughts replaced 
precipitation. The resulting 
toll in the human life, 
property loss and agricul. 
tural failure is staggering. 
Roughly 220 deaths and a $7 
billion agricultural loss were 
attributed to it in the United 
States alone. Here at home 
the drought has severely cut 
crop yields and teportedly 
contributed to the serious 
pollution of Toronto beach- 
es. 

Looking ahead is difficult. 
Mr. Shabbar believes this 
occurrence of El Nino is 


drawing to a close. But . 


above normal temperatures 


* are still being reported off 


South America and as 
mistaken forecasts last year 
revealed, scientists have not 

yet developed 4 reliable 
system for predicting El 

Nino's behavior. ‘They re— 
sure to keep trying since the 
“litle one’ may offer 
answers to climate patterns 
the world over.

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South Seas climate 


comes to Ontario 


By ARLIN HACKMAN 

Fall is in the air these 
day= as we approach the 
autumnal equinox with 
shorter days and cooler 
nights. But don’t pack away 
all your summer clothes yet. 
The march of the seasons 
which brings so much 
diversity to our temperate 
climate has followed a 
different beat this past year 
and may hold a few more 
surprises in the weeks and 
months ahead. A lot de- 
pends on El Nino, a warm 
ocean current which per- 
iodically overrides the cold 


Humboldt current off the 
west coast of South Amer- 
ica. 

Climatologists with En- 
vironment Canada are quick 
to. point out that Ontario's 
weather is largely the result 
ef random combinations of 
various climatic factors and 
prediction is really just a 
matter of probabilities 
guessing the odds. But the 
unusually mild winter, cool 
wet spring and hot dry 
summer which we have just 
experienced was part of a 
world wide pattern of 
dramatic and devastating

climate disturbance. And it 
apparently centered on the 
largest known occurrence of 
El Nino (pronounced el 
Neen-yo), $0,000,000 
square kilometers of warm 
water. 


According to Amir Shab- 
bar of Environment Canada, 
the earliest known link in 
the causal chain of this 
phenomenon is a reversal in 
direction of the powerful 
Pacific trade winds, from 
west to east, the result of 
unexplained changes in 
atmospheric pressure. Thi? 
allows large masses of 
warm water normally blown 
up against Australia and 
other western Pacific shores 
to rush across the ocean to 
the coast of South America 
where they override the 
nutrient-rich Humboldt cur- 
rent, cutting, off the food 
source for many species of 
fish. One consequence was 
that the entire bird popula- 
tion on Christmas Island 
abandoned their nestlings 
and disappeared in the past 
year. 

There are weather effects 
as well. South America 
endured heavy rainfall from 
the heat and moisture 
evaporated into the atmos- 
phere. Elsewhere in the 
Pacific droughts replaced 
precipitation. The resulting 
toll in the human life, 
property loss and agricul: 
tural failure is staggering. 
Roughly 220 deaths and a $7 
billion agricultural loss were 
attributed to it in the United 
States alone. Here at home 
the drought has severely cut 
crop yields and reportedly 
contributed to the serious 
pollution of Toronto beach- 
es. 

‘Looking ahead is difficult. 
Mr. Shabbar believes this 
occurrence of El Nino is 
drawing to a close. But 
above normal temperatures 
are still being reported off 
South America. and as 
mistaken forecasts last year 
revealed, scientists have not 
yet developed a reliable 
system for predicting El 


Nino’s behavior. “They re— 


sure to keep trying since the 
“licele cone’’ may offer 
answers to climate patterns 
the world over. In the 
meantime the September: 
November Ontario forecast 
shows’ a 55-60 per cent 
chance of warmer than 
normal temperatures.
